On June 5th J. Garrett Tolan and June 
6th W. H. Cooper held their annual sales 
in the International Arena at the Union 
Stock Yards, Chicago. Breeders and sever- 
al new men were present from South Da- 
kota, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, Tennessce, 
Ohio and Iowa, and in talking with many of 
these men I find much hope and faith in 
the future of our great breed. Many men 
seem to want cattle but it seems that they 
like to bid and buy when everyone else is 
buying. Many farmers and breeders are, 
we might say, rather standing still and 
waiting at the present. Now candidly, if it 
is a more opportune time in which to buy 
the very best in pure bred beef cattle these 
men are waiting for, then I believe they are 
going to be disappointed as there is nothing 
to make us think that the day will ever 
come when good, well bred cattle which in 
most cases were in the very best of breed- 
ing shape and cattle sired by and bred to 
two of the greatest bulls, Enlate 209477, 
and Eileenmere 4th 251504 will ever sell 
as cheaply as they did on June 5th and 6th. 

Some of these fine young bulls went to 
the stock yards and I want to say that they 
had no business there until they were fif- 
teen or twenty ‘years old or until they had 
had a good chance to improve the cattle of 
this country. 

This is the time to go out in your lot or 
pasture, take a good look at your bull, then 
take a look at his pedigree, be honest with 
yourself, if the present herd bull is not right 
in both individuality and breeding send him 
to the stock yards and then come out to 
these sales and bid and bid till you get one 
of these fine bulls that has the breeding and 
the quality that will improve your herd.

In our opinion the men who 
are going to really get a quick turn are the 
fellows that have good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle made and bred like the most of the 
cattle were in these sales. The man who 
has on his farm, cattle like these, the man 
who buys a few to add to his herd or the 
man who founds a new herd at this time 
at these prices, will be the man who makes 
the money out of the cattle business the 
next few years. 

The top cow in the Tolan sale was En- 
chanteffie, purchased by Prof. H. P. Rusk 
for the University of Illinois at $300.00. 
This was a fine heifer and one that would 
be a fit addition to any herd in the land. 
Top bull, Permit 9th, a show bull of the 
Pride family and he goes to the show herd 
of Dr. Raymond Brown, Joliet, Illinois, at 
$300.00.

FOR ABERDEEN-ANGUS CATTLE. 


Did you ever dream of the future possibilities of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed? Of a day when co-operation would bring its full re- 
ward, a day when pioneering and missionary work would assume 
a different aspect, a day when no corner of the rural districts or 
the great prairie expanse of the pasture area should be unknown 
to the sleek, ever to be admired blackskin? That day could be 
brought very near, in fact it is entirely possible that it might be 
accomplished within the present generation.

victory? Building public opinion is one of the master tasks of the 
age, yet many an industry is accomplishing that very thing ina 
pronounced way, mainly, it might well be said through publicity— 
Advertising if you please. At this juncture breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle fail miserably to keep step with the achievements of 
the breed, in the show ring, in the feed lot and on the butcher’s 
block. The demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle would increase al- 
most unbelievably should every breeder shoulder his individual 
burden in the matter of publicity. 

Imagine if you please that one-half of the ten thousand breed- 
ers should decide to co-operate in putting this publicity campaign 
on in earnest and would pledge each other to use either a one inch 
or a half inch card in the Aberdeen-Angus Journal for the next

Not a single inquiry but numerous in- 
quries have reached the editor’s desk which 
read something like this: “I have written 
Mr. ————— relative to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle he is listing in your advertising 
columns but there has been no reply. Are 
you sure you have the address correct?” 

The Journal is putting forth every effort 
possible to procure inquiries for its adver- 
tisers—that’s as far as it can go for the 
Journal is not doing a buying and selling 
business for its advertisers. Just why any 
breeder should not make it a point to take 
care of his inquiries immediately upon re- 
ceipt is somewhat of a mystery. If the in- 
quiries are carefully, accurately and prompt- 
ly answered upon receipt the breeders gener- 
ally and especially those using advertising 
space will profit. Suppose you make an im- 
mediate reply giving a quotation and fail to 
make a sale, or apparently fail to make that 
sale. Are you treating yourself and your herd 
honestly and conscientously if you fail to 
follow up that inquiry in an endeavor to as- 
certain the cause for failure to receive the 
order by return mail? Just recall the way 
the blue sky agent sticks when he gets a 
prospect—there is something worth while

Aberdeen-Angus Put New Top on Kansas 
City Market. 

The May 24th issue of the Kansas City 
Drovers Telegram contained the following 
news item concerning a shipment of Ne- 
braska Aberdeen-Angus that topped that 
market on that day at $11.00 which was 75 
cents per hundredweight in the clear of the 
next highest contender. 

“The color line was drawn, and drawn 
close in the market for fat cattle today, 
and it was black, as drawn across the rec- 
ord of sales. 

“Eleven head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
averaging right at 1,100 lbs. each sold for 
$11 per ewt. Three fat cows in the same 
consignment sold for $9.50 per ewt. 

“These good Aberdeen-Angus, the best 
cattle that have come to these yards this 
year, lighter weight Aberdeen-Angus than 
the Fawley cattle from Milburn, Kas., and 
almost one-half the weight of the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle from Odessa, Mo., each of 
which set new tops for this market, attract- 
ed a great deal of attention. The gallery 
and grandstand and bleechers were full of 
admirers of good cattle from the time these 
Doddies were yarded. They sold to Metzger 
Bros., for the order of Levy Bros., uptown 
butchers. 

“Now for some of the history of 
there Aberdeen-Angus that put a new top 
on this market: They came from the farm 
of Fred R. Lichty in Richardson county, 
Nebr., of which Falls City is the capital and 
metropolis. They were full fed on corn and 
alfalfa hay. Some of them had white bellies 
for they showed outcrosses of other breeds, 
although they were virtually pure breds. 
Mr. Lichty keeps some high grade Aber- 
deen-Angus cows and uses pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. 

“The market toppers today were as gen- 
tle as kittens. It was possible to go over 
them like show steers shown at the halter, 
and they were given a good deal of hand- 
ling by men who wanted to have the feel 
of a good piece of beef on foot. Long year- 
lings these cattle carried all the Aberdeen- 
Angus quality that could be asked for.”

The show opened at 9 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, June 6, and from that time on to 
the close of the show the stock yards were 
thronged with live stock producers, feeders, 
exhibitors and buyers from all parts of the 
east and middle west. More than 1650 head 
of steers were exhibited. At 9 0 clock June 
Tth the sale of fat cattle took place, and a 
summary of winnings and prices follows lat- 
er. . . 

‘ompetitive exhibits were limited to cat- 
te thar were sold as feeders at the Lancas- 
ter Stock Yards, but there were non compet- 
itive classes of great interest. The leading 
exhibit of the non-competitive classes was 
the group of Hereford calves from the Dela- 
ware Land and Development Comapny. One 
of the nine month old calves was sold to 

David Herr at 42 cents per pound as a show 

prospect, and if this calf develops as he 
promises to he undoubtedly will be heard of 
again in the leading fat cattle shows of the 
country. 

Ten calves bred by the Delaware Land and 
Development Co., were sold for an average 
of $17.40 per hundredweight. This alone 
indicates the increased interest taken in beef 
cattle in the east, but there were additional 
indications. A record was set when the 
champion pen of Aberdeen-Angus steers 
were sold for $15.00 per hundred weight, and 
when the champion Angus steer was bid off 
at 75 cents per pound. 

The show was more than local in aspect. 
Armour, Swift and Wilson packing compan- 
ies of Chicago had their head buyers pres- 
ent, while many of the big eastern independ- 
ent packing companies had representatives 
in attendance. John Bowles, eminent com- 
mission man of Chicago and Kansas City 
was given the honor of selling the Grand 
Champion steer and Grand Champion pen 
of steers. After he was introduced to the 
throngs of feeders, buyers, exhibitors and 
spectators he stated: “This is the second 
time in my career that I left Chicago to sell 
cattle. Once I went to Denver. Twenty- 
three years ago the great International at 
Chicago was opened and I had the honor of 
selling the first fat animal. I can recall 
years ago when I sold cattle for the Lancas- 
ter market at two and three cents a pound, 

ut you have gotten beyond that. You have 
found that it does not cost any more to fat- 
ten the kind you have before you now than 
the cheaper grades. You men have gotten 
a nice exhibit, and I want you to come to 
hicago to beat us—if you can.” 

One steer from the champion pen of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers was auctioned off, pro- 
ceeds to go to the Salvation Army. The 


selling price was 36 cents per pound. An- 
other steer from the lot of P. W. Baker and 
Son was sold for 35 cents a pound, the pro- 
ceeds of which were given to a local hospital. 

The report of awards and sale follows: 

Class 1—Carload lots, heavyweights—33 
entries: First and Grand Champion of show 
winner of silver cup Frank C. Musser on 
Aberdeen-Angus, sold for $15.00 per cwt.; 
second, Park Shauback, Aberdeen-Angus, 
sold for $12.00 per ewt.; third, John Stauf- 
fer on Herefords, sold for $13.00 per cwt.; 
fourth C. G. Geiklar on Herefords, sold for 
$12.50 per ewt. 

Judges: Thommas Cross, Armour & Co.; 
John Crane, Wilson & Co.; and Charles 
Earland, Consolidated Dressed Beef Co., 
Philadelphia. 

The prize winning Aberdeen-Angus in this 
class were selected by F. C. Musser on the 
Chicago yards June 1922. Second prize cat- 
tle were assorted from the best shipments 
received at the Lancaster Yards. The Here- 
fords which were placed third were selected 
from a shipment of 100 head from the Curls 
Neck Stock farm, Richmond, Virginia, the 
light end of which were sold at Christmas 
time for $10.50 per hundred weight as baby 
beef. The commission firm of A. Hoober & 
Son selected the cattle winning second and 
third prizes. The fourth prize cattle were 
purchased through the McClain Commission 
Company at the International Live Stock 
Exhibition where they were the first prize 
feeder load.

Successful Baby Beef Production. 


There lives at Kenton, Manitoba, not far 
from the city of Brandon a man named 
George Jones who has during the past three 
or four ‘years demonstrated to the feeders 
of the Canadian west the art of successful 
feeding of baby beef. He long ago came to 
the conclusion that if you could keep your 
commercial cattle for the shortest possible 
time and sell them at the highest possible 
price you would, other things being equal, 
make the maximum profit from your beef 
cattle feeding operations. On May 4, 1922, 
Mr. Jones marketed a load of such cattle in 
the city of Winnipeg. At the time of mar- 
keting they were well under a year of age 
and weighed on the average only 630 lbs. 
Undoubtedly they were slightly light, but 
they were so well finished and of such cx- 
cellent quality that they brought 9 cents 
per lb. on a market that was much lower 
than that. In fact the price made by that 
load of calves was the top of last year’s

Feeding a Factor,

This year Mr. Jones repeated the 
performance and we have pleasure in repro- 
ducing herewith a photo of the load of cal- 
ves which he marketed early in the month 
of May. This load averaged just under one 
year of age and averaged 800 Ibs. in weight 
and they brought 9 cents per |b. on a 7c 
market. They were ultimately purchased 
by the T. Eaton department stores and 
killed for consumption right at home. 


Breeding Methods. 


While there are many factors influencing 
Mr. Jones’ success as a feeder and finisher 
of baby beef, his breeding methods are not 
the least of these. His cows are a mixed 
lot of horned cows carrying blood of several 
breeds. His bulls are always pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. He has found that by that 
method he can produce a uniformity of type, 
color and general fleshing quality that is 
quite impossible with one generation of 
breeding done in any other way. In the first 
place while his cows are big fleshy beef an- 
imals they are not expensive and with a 
modest investment in a good commercial 
Aberdeen-Angus bull his first costs are low. 


conditions and he has come to the wise con- 
clusion that the best time to market is at 
a time when the movement of cattle is light 
and yet when the demand is good. In the 
Canadian west that period is in the latter 
part of the month of April and the early 
part of the month of May. Buyers are then 
on the lookout for good cattle because it is 
then that the winter grain fed cattle come 
in and by that time the heavy load of cat- 
tle that is always marketed in the fall of 
the year has been very largely disposed of 
and the coolers are likely to be but par- 
tially filled. Then again when_ seeding 
starts in earnest, generally about the mit- 
dle of April, farmers as a whole will not de- 
lay their seeding operations to market the 
cattle they have been feeding all winter. 
Therefore they generally do one of two 
things, either they market the cattle before 
seeding commenced (most commonly done} 
or they hold them until after seeding is fin- 
ished. Mr. Jones does not do either, he at- 
tempts to place his cattle on the Winaipeg 
market just when seeding operations are at 
their height so that he will get all the ad 
vantage of the slack time in the trade. This

The future should 
be bright for the sale of the ‘younger bulls 
and we would without hesitation predict 
higher prices for next year. 


Kamloops Bull Sale. 


For some years the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed has been steadily gaining a foot-hold 
in the beef producing regions of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia. Each year there 
has been a healthy demand for sires from 
that province, and this year has been no 
exception. The lesson taught our breeders 
by the returns of the sale recently held at 
Kamloops is an important one. 

Following are the averages of the sale: 

Shorthorns; bull average $149.77; female 
average $128.57; general average $129.13. 

Herefords; bull average $156; female 
average $67.53; general average $113.06. 

Aberdeen-Angus; bull average $194; fe- 
male average $123.33; general average 
$176.25. 

The average price paid for Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls at this sale was $38 higher than 
their nearest competitor and the general 
average was $47.12 higher than the aver- 
age made by the breed nearest to them in 
the sale results. This surely is an impor- 
tant indication of the comeback that is be- 
ing made by the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
Further it is an evidence of the popularity 
of the bulls of the breed in the range areas 
of British Columbia.

1 always 
think calves should be named, or if they 
aren't it sounds as if you did not care for 

em. ; 

ot asked me to tell what my particular 
way of feeding and taking care of him were. 
It is as follows: I fed him corn, barley, 
oats, bran, milk and oilmeal. I fed these 
in proportions to make as well balanced ra- 
tions as possible. He wasn’t a very heavy 
eater. He did not like to be fed one partic- 
ular thing any length of time. I tried to 
make the ration as fattening as possible. I 
tried to feed him cooked barley. He would 
not eat it. I think it was because I fed it 
in too large portions. I tried feeding him 
molasses. He wouldn’t eat that. I think it 
was for the same reasons as the first. I 
fed one gallon of milk daily. I fed this with 
the feed. I had quite a time to keep his 
feed box washed out. If I didn’t he would 
not eat his feed and I didn’t blame him 
either. Maybe it would be interesting to 
tell in figures what it took to feed him for 
five months. I fed 17% bushel of corn, 
51-3 bushel of barley, 1 1-5 hundred weight 
of bran, 1-4 hundred weight oilmeal, 1-5 
ton of timothy and alfalfa hay, 6% bushel 
of oats, and 5 2-5 hundred weight of whole 
milk. The total cost being $23.04. _ 

I got him in December, 1921, he weighed 
530 pounds. On April first he weighed 790 
pounds, and in September he weighed 1050 
pounds. I took care of Victor as follows: 
From the first I brushed him every day 
and as it neared show time I brushed him 
twice each day. In the summer in the day- 
time I would keep him in a cool well venti- 
lated stall. In the evening after sundown 
I would let him out to exercise for a while 
I made a blanket for him. This improved 
his skin and hair to a great extent. I clip- 
ped his tail, head, and ears before showing 
him. I took first prize at our county fair 
on him. At the Junior Live Stock Show at 
St. Paul I took second prize in the Aber- 
deen-Angus class and fourth in the open 
class. He sold for $406.32. I made a profit 
of $343.28 on him. This year I am back 
with a better calf and hope to get a better 
prize——Martha Keeler.
